1 91 
West Liberty just minutes after the ambulance, 
driven by Holbrook with Gullett in attendance, left 
Morgan County ARH Hospital enroute to 
Morehead. Brandi’s grandmother, Susan 
Stamper, who was following the ambulance, said 
the birth occurred in the time it took her to stop 
her car and run to the ambulance, which had 



pulled to the side of the road on Ky. 51 9 near the 
top of the McClannahan Hill. There were no com- 
plications and mother and baby were diagnosed 
as doing fine upon arrival at the medical center 
in Morehead, where little Brandi tipped the scales 
at 8 pounds and 8 ounces. It was not a new ex- 
perience for Gullett, who has delivered three ba- 
bies during his 18-year career at the ambulance 
service. Even so, he said, it was harrowing. “It’s 
always scary when a delivery is involved,” he said. 
“Too many things can go wrong. In addition to 
taking care of the baby, the mother must also be 
attended to, and to tell you the truth, I was scared 
to death.” He said he was pleased that baby and 
mother are doing fine.”

new highway, just south of the 
Ky. 519 intersection. 

“This new highway is impor- 
tant not only for Morgan County, 
but the entire region,” Secretary 
Nighbert said. “The new align- 
ment will improve traffic flow 
between West Liberty and 1-64 at 
Morehead and Grayson, and it 
also provides a safer highway for 
students commuting to Morehead 
State University.” 

The project is part of a corri- 
dor under development between 
the Mountain Parkway and 1-64, 
that eventually will become part 
of a larger corridor linking 1-75 
at London with 1-64 in the 
Grayson-Ashland area that is ex- 
pected to open up the counties it 
serves to economic development. 

The new alignment between 
West Liberty and Ky. 519 opened 
to traffic in September. Some fi- 
nal surfacing and landscaping 
work remain to be completed, 
along with guardrail installation, 
before the $14 million construc- 



tion project is complete.

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
was notified last week by U.S. 
Senator Mitch McConnell’s of- 
fice that a $ 1 3 million funding bill 
approved by the Senate includes 
a $1 million appropriation for 
bridge improvements and main- 
tenance in Morgan County. 

Judge Executive Conley, who 
has lobbied extensively in Frank- 
fort and Washington for funding 
to provide needed improvements 
on various rural bridges in the 
county, said the allocation is des- 
perately needed and said he 
wished to publicly thank 
Kentucky’s congressional delega- 
tion, especially Senator 
McConnell and Congressman Hal 
Rogers, for their efforts in secur- 



ing the appropriation. 

McConnell is a senior mem- 
ber of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

Conley attributed his good re- 
lationship with McConnell and 
Rogers for the county’s success 
in securing federal funding for 
water projects and needed equip- 
ment for the county’s law en- 
forcement agencies. 

The $ 1 million for the county 
bridge improvement project was 
included in the 2006 Federal 
Transportation bill and now 
awaits the President’s signature. 

Conley said the money is ear- 
marked for repairs and mainte- 
nance of 15 rural road bridges 
located throughout the county. 



City Council gives its final 
approval to skateboard ban 



The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil gave final reading Monday to 
an ordinance banning skateboard- 
ing and similar devices on public 
streets, walkways, and parking 
lots within the city and the mea- 
sure was adopted unanimously. 

The ordinance specifically 
prohibits skateboarding on pub- 
lic streets and walkways and bans 
the use of skateboards, roller 
blades, in-line skates, coasters, 
and scooters on privately- owned 
public parking areas without a 
written permit from the owner of 
the property. 

The penalty for violation of the 
ordinance is confiscation of the 
skateboard or other prohibited 
device for 30 days and a $25.00 



fine for the first offense. The pen- 
alty for a second offense is a $50 
fine and confiscation and disposal 
of the skateboard or other device 
by the city. 

In other action, the council 
approved a policy change to al- 
low new employees to qualify for 
a two-week rather than a one 
week vacation after one year on 
the job. Previously, employees 
could not qualify for two weeks 
of vacation until they had worked 
five years. 

The council also accepted an 
offer from a landowner to acquire 
ownership of a quarter-acre tract 
joining the wastewater treatment 
plant in return for paying around

Mineral recommendations for beef cattle 



New recommendations by the 
University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture’s Beef Integrated 



Resource Management (IRM) 
program are aimed at providing 
the most up-to-date mineral infor- 



mation available to beef produc- 
ers. 

These recommendations help 
beef producers across the state 
ensure that their cattle are getting 
the proper minerals in their diet. 
There are three formula recom- 
mendations from UK— a basic 
cow-calf formulation, a pre and 
early lactation high magnesium 
formula to use when conditions 
for grass tetany exist, and a for- 
mula containing Monensin for 
stocker cattle. 

The formulations have been 
scrutinized and approved by UK 
Regulatory Services, which regu- 
lates feed content in the state, and 
meet the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration’s approved stan- 
dards for a medicaid mineral 
product, when applicable. Only 
one of the formulas is medicated.

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A Free Pass? 

In Powell County last week, around 700 people met in 
Stanton to launch an anti-drug campaign. Among them were 
Congressman Ben Chandler, dozens of elected officials and 
law officers, and Powell County’s district and circuit judges. 
Rev. Bill Boldt, pastor of Stanton Baptist Church, backed by 
more than 30 local ministers at the meeting, outlined a plan to 
create five 12-member task forces to deal with the county’s 
drug problem. 

One of the anti-drug task forces will be to look for ways to 
bring Operation UNITE, a federally-funded anti-drug organi- 
zation, or something similar, to Powell County. 

Operation UNITE, which operates in the 5th Congressional 
District, seemingly is a good model upon which to base an anti- 
drug effort. UNITE has been effective in rounding up hundreds 
of street-level drug dealers nearly everywhere in Eastern Ken- 
tucky — everywhere, it seems, except in Morgan County. And 
that is surprising to many, especially since Morgan has an ac- 
tive UNITE chapter. Despite rumors over the past year of 
UNITE undercover investigations and pending arrests here, 
none have materialized. 

Maybe, as some will assure you, that is because Morgan 
County’s problems with illegal drug trafficking and addiction 
are insignificant, compared to the problem other places. 

Locally, though, arrests for illegal possession and use of drugs 
and for driving under the influence of drugs are commonplace, 
and even fatal drug overdoses, especially among young people, 
are no longer that uncommon. But maybe these drugs are not 
being purchased here; maybe they are being obtained in other 
counties. 

Maybe, as it has been suggested, UNITE investigators have 
opted to utilize their resources to round up drug dealers in those 
counties and have not yet devoted as much attention to under- 
cover investigations in Morgan as in other counties, such as 
Wolfe, Menifee, Breathitt, and Magoffin where dozens upon 
dozens of suspected drug peddlers have been caught. 

But whatever the case, the lack of any discernible success 
here by UNITE’s enforcement division is cause for pessimism 
on the part of some concerned citizens, some of whom sub- 
scribe to a disturbing suspicion that influential people who don’t 
want anyone interfering on their turf have steered UNITE’s 
efforts elsewhere. 

Maybe this view is overly cynicall and unwarranted — noth- 
ing more than a lingering vestige of the wild and unfounded 
rumors of pending major drug busts that failed to materialize 
following the arrest last summer of a suspected Morgan County 
cocaine dealer by the Kentucky State Police. 

Maybe as we speak, UNITE is hard at work in Morgan and 
suspicions will soon be allayed. 

But no maybe about it, whether warranted or not, the suspi- 
cion, held by more than a few concerned citizens, that drug 
dealers here may have been granted a free pass is damaging to 
our county and to Operation UNITE. — EWK

Charles B. Arnett dies. 

Charles B. Arnett, age 61, died at 
the home of his daughter, in Lou- 
isville, this week. Mr. Arnett was 
bom in Magoffin county but came 
to Morgan county as a young man 
and spent most of his life here. 
He taught in the public schools 
of Morgan and Magoffin coun- 
ties. He was elected to the state 
senate and was the author of a bill 
making the carrying of a con- 
cealed deadly weapon a felony. 
He was elected as Secretary of 
State and served four years. He 
was a candidate for governor in 
the last democratic primary elec- 
tion but was defeated by the po- 
litical expediency existing at the 
time. He is survived by his wife 
Amanda Helm Arnett, a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Mabel Frick and three 
sons, Prof. Harold G. Arnett, Dr. 
Earl T. Arnett and Oliver B. He 
had two surviving sisters and 
three brothers. Two of his broth- 
ers, Floyd Arnett of West Liberty 
and South Arnett of Daysboro, 
still live here. 

December 12, 1940 

“Devils” defeat Royalton. In 

the second game of the year, the 
West Liberty basketball team de- 
feated Royalton in the local gym. 
It was an exciting game through- 
out with West Liberty winning 
20-18 in overtime. Scoring for the 
game was: West Liberty — Eu- 
gene Little 7, Charles Price 7, 
Ray Hammond 2, Charles Keeton 
3, LucianWilliams 0, Kenneth 
Turner 1. 

Waterworks a fine WPA 
project. Of all the worthwhile 
WPA projects completed or now 
under construction in Morgan 
county during the last few years 
the West Liberty municipal wa- 
ter project ranks first from the 
view point of public utility. The 
plant is designed to furnish sani- 
tary water to the present popula- 
tion of about 1,200 persons and 
in addition the estimated increase 
in the town for twenty years to 
come. 

The plant was designed under 
the direction of the State Board 
of Health and will cost the WPA 
about $42,000.00 mostly in work 
and the town of West Liberty 
$38,000.00 mostly in pipe and 
other construction material. West 
Liberty has owned and operated 
its water distributing system for 
about ten years but the system is 
very unsatisfactory and has al- 
ways been expensive. This 
project has furnished honest and 
healthful work to a fairly large 
number of men many of whom 
have learned as they worked. 

Sanitary Inspector, Minor 
Teague, Morgan County Health 
Department, Gives Report. 
During the past week I have vis- 
ited schools in Morgan county 
that have a school lunch room. In 
my opinion these school lunch 
rooms are one of the best projects 
that the school boards and WPA 
can sponsor. In these schools the 
children are served a wholesome, 
hot lunch each day at a very small 
cost per pupil. On a day I was 
there, one school served cooked 
carrots, lettuce, cornbread, baked 
apples and hot chocolate. The 
menu is changed every day. The 
WPA furnishes part of the food 
and the pupils bring some and the 
rest is paid for with money the 
pupils use to pay for their lunches. 
These lunch rooms offer a fine 
opportunity for the teachers to 
teach their pupils acceptable table 
manners and also how to plan a 
balanced diet. Dishes and silver- 
ware are clean and sterilized each 
day by boiling. The teachers and 
cooks have all had physical ex- 
aminations so no one which 
works in these lunchrooms can 
have a contagious disease. 
Signed: Minor Teague 

Writers note: Morgan County 
High School’s first lunch room 
was upstairs in the Kederick 
Caskey house across from the 
Superintendent’s office. It was 
later moved to the old Auditorium 
and gym located where the Gate- 
way offices parking lot is today. 
From there the lunch room was 
moved to the basement of the 
Superintendent’s office building. 
I was “ encouraged ” to eat in the 
lunchroom each day, since my 
mother worked in the 
Superintendent’s office! Our early 
menu consisted of a thin veg- 
etable soup and grapefruit juice 
and crackers. I suppose the food 
was supplied by the government 
under the Commodity Program. 
The lunch room became not to 
affectionately known as the 
“ Soup House” ! I suppose for 10 
cents you couldn’t expect much 
more!! Lunches improved over 
the years as the lunchrooms be- 
came under more control of the 
school systems. Early great cooks 
and supervisors were: Leona 
Rose, Ernestine Blevins, and 



Irene Vest. The school lunch room 
program has evolved from a bowl 
of soup to multi-choice meals 
served in our schools today. Of 
course the price has evolved also, 
from 10 cents to $1.25 today. In 
1945, the year I graduated, the 
Junior and Senior banquet was in 
the lunch room at the old audito- 
rium. The menu consisted of 
chilled fruit juice, Chicken 
A’ L’ Ancienne , Dressing Au, pars- 
ley potatoes, giblet gravy, glazed 
apples, tossed green salad, rolls, 
coffee and Lemon E’ claire. How 
is that compared to vegetable 
soup and grapefruit juice ?!

ter used the same market basket 
of drugs developed by the Cen- 
ters for Medicare and Medicaid 
Services (CMS); they found that, 
in Louisville, seniors were better 
off selecting the standard benefit 
plan, which includes a $250 de- 
ductible, than they would be with 
a plan that covers the $250 de- 
ductible and higher co-payments. 
They believe the reason for this 
is that insurance companies 
priced their policies based on 
their marker research before lay- 
ing out their coverage options this 
fall and discovered through focus 
groups that elimination of the 
$250 deductible was a selling 
point for people with Medicare. 

According to the Medicare 
Rights Center, most seniors will 
be better off buying the standard 
plan. The only way to know for 
certain which plan is best for the 
particular senior is to compare 
plans based on the list of medi- 
cines the senior currently takes. 

If you are a senior and you’re 
not visiting your children or 
grandchildren this holiday sea- 
son, there is help available for 
you.

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Rogers secures additional 
appropriation for UNITE 



Money also approved to 
combat prescription drug 
abuse in E.Ky. counties 

U.S. Congressman Harold 
“Hal” Rogers (KY-5) announced 
today that he has secured an ad- 
ditional $8 million in federal 
funding to continue the efforts of 
Operation UNITE, the compre- 
hensive counter-drug initiative 
that is working with local, state, 
and federal officials to combat 
drug abuse in southern and east- 
ern Kentucky. 

“Operation UNITE is doing its 
part to remove the darkness that 
illegal drugs have cast over our 
region,” said Rogers. “For those 
serious about changing their 
lives, there are now more oppor- 
tunities to do so. New drug treat- 
ment centers in Manchester and 
Pikeville have been funded and 
UNITE has created a voucher 
program to help those that can- 
not afford treatment. Drug Court 
is now being offered as an alter- 
native to jail time for non-violent 
offenders that choose to do bet- 
ter for themselves. UNITE is also 
reaching out to our kids and has 
started more than 50 anti-drug 
clubs in schools. This funding 
will allow UNITE’s efforts to 
continue going strong.” 

The federal budget also in- 
cludes $7.5 million for a national 
grant program that helps states 
track and combat prescription 
drug abuse. Created in 2001 by 
Rogers and later named in his 
honor, the “Harold Rogers Pre- 
scription Drug Monitoring Pro- 
gram” allows states that are ei- 
ther looking to create a monitor- 
ing program, or upgrade their cur- 
rent system, to apply for federal 
money to supplement state fund- 



ing. To date, Congress has pro- 
vided $34 million for this pro- 
gram. 

“Prescription drug abuse is a 
national epidemic,” said Rogers. 
“As we’ve seen here at home, 
these drugs are killers. State 
monitoring programs, like 
Kentucky’s KASPER system, are 
helping fight prescription drug 
abuse and bring hope to commu- 
nities around the nation.” 

Kentucky has used $940,000 
in grants from the program to en- 
hance and expand the KASPER 
system. In March 2005, Kentucky 
became the first state in the na- 
tion to provide a self-service, 
Internet-based system for track- 
ing all schedule IIV prescription 
drugs. The program, called 
eKASPER, allows pharmacists, 
physicians, law enforcement and 
other authorized users to obtain 
KASPER reports 24 hours a day, 
7 days a week. Prior to the imple- 
mentation of KASPER in 1999, 
state drug control authorities took 
an average of 156 days to com- 
plete investigations into abuse of 
the prescription drug system. The 
average investigation time has 
now dropped to 16 days. With the 
addition of eKASPER, reporting 
times have dropped significantly 
to allow for what is essentially 
real-time reporting. 

Funding for Operation UNITE 
and the prescription drug moni- 
toring program is included in the 
final version of the Fiscal Year 
2006 Science, State, commerce, 
Justice Appropriations bill, which 
was approved by the House of 
Representatives on November 9. 
Once the legislation is passed by 
the Senate it will go to President 
Bush to be signed into law.

Statewide prison escape 
notification plan enhanced 



FRANKFORT, Ky.— 
Through a partnership with 
Louisville-based Appriss Inc., 
developer of the VINE system, 
the Kentucky Department of 
Corrections has enhanced its 
statewide prisoner escape noti- 
fication service. 

The notification system, 
AlertXpress, will now allow in- 
dividuals who live near 
Kentucky’s 13 state prisons and 
three private prisons to hear de- 
tailed information about the in- 
mate in the event of an escape 
from that institution. When the 
escape notification system was 
launched last year, residents 
only heard a recorded message 
informing them of the date and 
time of the escape. Now those 
registered will know exactly 
who escaped, including a de- 
scription of the inmate and their 



charges. 

Residents will still call the 
same toll-free number, 1-866- 
445-2867, to register and all 
those previously registered will 
be “rolled over” by Appriss onto 
the enhanced system. Residents 
can register as many numbers as 
they wish - for instance a home 
telephone, a cell phone number 
and a work number. 

The enhanced notification 
system also calls registered in- 
dividuals when the escapee is 
back in custody. 

“This enhanced escape noti- 
fication plan is a continuation of 
our plan towards ensuring the 
safety of residents of the Com- 
monwealth and carrying out the 
mission of not only the Depart- 
ment of Corrections, but the Jus- 
tice and Public Safety Cabinet 
as well,” said Corrections Com- 
missioner John D. Rees. “We 
work diligently to make our pris- 
oners safe and secure and want 
to do everything in our power to 
make the residents who live near 
our prisons feel as safe as pos- 
sible.” 

Early in 2004, the Depart- 
ment of Corrections began ex- 
ploring the idea of an escape no- 
tification plan when its 
LaGrange prisons attempted to 
update their lists of nearby resi- 
dents wishing to be notified of 
an escape. Due to the number of 
residents who responded and the 
volume of calls it would require, 
it was not feasible for prison 
staff to manually make the tele- 
phone calls. Department offi- 
cials approached Appriss Presi- 
dent Mike Davis, who agreed to 
provide the service as an added 
component of its existing VINE 
contract.

Coach Perry pleased 
with defense but says 
rebounding a concern

The curtain goes up on the 
brand new basketball season to- 
night (Thursday) at Veterans Me- 
morial Gym. Morgan County, 
coming off a fourth consecutive 
20-win campaign, will host the 
Menifee County Wildcats in a 
7:30 varsity tip-off. The JV will 
open the night’s play at 6:00. 

The Cougars will begin their 
first season in the 62nd district by 
playing a familiar foe from the 
61st. It’s no secret that Morgan 
has dominated Menifee over re- 
cent years, but Cougar Coach 
Matthew Perry says that means 
little to nothing heading into the 
new season.

With the busy holiday season 
upon us, don’t let the pressures of 
finding the perfect gift allow you 
to let down your guard. Practice 
the same safety precautions now 
as you do throughout the year. 

The Extension publication, 
“Making Your Ride on the 
Internet Safer” provides helpful 
suggestions for selecting an 
Internet Service Provider (ISP), 
dealing with electronic mail, 
phishing, spam, and spyware. In 
addition, it tells how to deal with 
cookies that sites place on your 
comuter to track your activities 
online, how to ensure your pri- 
vacy online, and how to select a 
secure site, it also provides con- 
tact information for the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC), where 
you can file a consumer complaint 
online. 

The FTC offers several tips on 
shopping online. They can be 
found at www.ftc. gov. Some of 
the tips include: 

• Shop wisely— know who you 
are dealing with, protect your pri- 
vacy, only use a secure server, 
guard your password and pay the 
safest way. A secure server will 
have a padlock in the lower right 
corner of the screen and begin 
with https. 

• Know your rights— check the 
refund/return policy, read the fine 
print, check delivery dates, review 
warranties. 

• Get the best deal— compare 
prices, check shipping and han- 
dling fees, order early to allow 
plenty of time for shipment and 
delivery. 

• Keep good records— track 
your purchases and keep receipts 
and Website printouts. 

Other safeguards include 
checking out the company’s se- 
curity and privacy policies to 
make sure your name and buying 
history will not be sold to others 
before making a purchase.

Check for addi- 
tional costs associated with the 
purchase because there may be 
high shipping and handling fees. 

If a company offers an 800 
number or a FAX alternative, use 
it because it is more difficult to 
steal personal and financial infor- 
mation that way.

Spay/Neuter Pgm. 
goes into effect at 
local vets July 1st 

On July 1 , a new spay/neuter 
program for cats and dogs went 
into effect in Kentucky. The pro- 
gram, funded through a special 
fee collected by county clerks for 
sale or renewal of the special 
spay/neuter license plate, permits 
qualifying individuals to obtain a 
voucher to have a pet spayed or 
neutered by their veterinarian for 
a charge of only $10.00. 

To qualify for the program, 
applicants must have an income 
low enough to be eligible or be 
enrolled in one of the following 
programs: Food Stamps, Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Fami- 
lies, SSI, SSD, or Medicare/Med- 
icaid. 

To receive a voucher, appli- 
cants must fill out an application 
obtainable locally at the West Lib- 
erty Veterinary Clinic, Animal 
Care Clinic, and at the County 
Judge Executive’s Office. Appli- 
cants must provide documenta- 
tion that proves need, such as tax 
returns, etc. 

The $10.00 co-pay charge for 
having an animal neutered or 



spayed is payable to the Spay/ 
Neuter Program. 

Both the West Liberty Veteri- 
nary Clinic and animal Care 
Clinic will honor the vouchers.
